‘Select 15 of the best syn- 
dicate attractions and 15 of our Dest, 
and thus offer 30 good shows to your 
patrons, the selection being made from 
the best that the syndica.ce and anti- 
syndicate people have to Offer.’ 

“Financially, the anti-syndicate group 
is amply equipped to carry out all its 
plans successfully. All the different 
combinations included in the anti-syn- 
dicate ranks are represented by sep- 
erate and distinct stock companies, 
properly incorporated and with paid-up 
capital stock, and there is no remote 
likelihood of a lack of money to push 
through whatever is undertaken. The 
anti-syndicate people are moving cau- 
tiously, strengthening their position as 
they go along, and are now in position 
to talk straight business. 

“By next season I think you will find 
the syndicate assuming an attitude to- 
ward us quite different from that which 
they have maintained thus far. We 
have the promise of five or six of the 
most important producing managers in 
the country to come to us as s00n As 
their syndicate contracts expire—they 
are, of course, afraid to do so before 
that time. as they would be at tne 
merey of the syndicate in the matter of 
this season's bookings and could be 
made to suffer heavy pe cunlary loss.

Rev. William Short Was St 
Peter’s Rector for 
17 Years.

‘HE URGED ‘CHURCH. UNION 


His Attack on Christian Sci- 
ence Caused Widespread 
Discussion. 


The vestry of St. Peter's Episcopal 
Church met Friday at the ctiures. 
i.indell boulevard and Spring avenue, 
lo make arrangements for the funerui 

Rev. Dr, Wiiliam Short, rector of 
Peter's, who died late Thursday 
night. 

br. Short died at his residence, 3692 
West Pine boulevard, where he had lain 
lil for several months with a pulmo- 
hary disease. 

Last winter Dr, Short went to the 
Ssoeuth -in the hope of improving his 
health, and returned in the spring, 
inuch improved. Two 1io0nths ago the 
mMajady returned in acute form. 

Dr. Short had been pastor of St. Pe- 
ters Church for 17 years. It had a 
Inembership of less than 100 when he 
came to §t. Louis. It is today the 
iargest and weaithiest Episcopal church 
west of the Mississippi. 

William Short was_ born in Litchfield, 
Conn., in 1845, the son of Kev. Da- 
vid H. Short. He was graduated from 
divinity College, Hartford, in 1808, and 
later took a special] course at Berkeley 
Divinity School. He was ordained in 
1872, and his first charge was Holy Trin- 
ity Mission, Brooklyn. In 1884-he went 
to Jackson, Miss., where he remained 
until he was called to St. Louis. 

Urged Church Union. 

Here he guined a wide reputation as 
a writer on reiigious topics and as an 
advanced thinkers He was an ardent 
Supporter of the movement for a uni- 
versal church, believing that there 
Should be a union of ali church bodies. 
Probably his most widely discussed lit- 
erary work was a book entitied ‘“‘Chris- 
lian Science—What Is It?’ The work 
iS 4M attack on the doctrines of Mrs. 
baddy. 

Strongly oppésed to divorce, he was 
& prominent fMgure in the discussion of 
this topic.in bHpiscopal conventions. 

Dr. Short was the founder of the 
Ciericus Club of Brooklyn, a membe: 
of the Chi Alpha Club of St. Louis and 
one of the organizers of the local chap- 
ter of the Actors’ Church Alliance, His 
degree of D. D. was conferfed by Trin- 
ity College in 1903. 

A widow and five children survive Dr. 
Short. The children are Arthur C., Har- 
old H., Edith M., Willlam and Edwin 
P., all living in St. Louis. Harold Short 
is a well-known Princeton athiete.

| ig tics at Jefferson City has footed 
up the annual sales of Missouri 

products beyond the State limits. 

The total reaches $240,486,000. These 
are large figures, and they have a large 
lesson in them. 

They show that we are growing in 
knowledge of how to make a net cash 
showing and that this growth amounts 
to about $61,000,000 a year. 

This pleases us. We like to grow and 
we like to grow in millions. 

Perhaps, also, we may be pleased by 
finding an opportunity to grow in wis- 
dom. 

The Jefferson City statisticlans may 
not have taken that into consideration, 
but still they supply the opportunity for 
it. 


They show that the women who man- 
age the chicken yards of the State are 
almost alone in the State in their know- 
ledge of how to handle the largest pos- 
sible surplus product so as to convert it 
into wealth as net gain.
